Tho most economical way of using Insect sprays Is in BOTTJO sort 


of n spray putup, says today's bulletin from the National Emergency 
Food Garden Commission, cooperating with The Courier, to help those 
planting gardens this year for the first time. 


Every good gardener Is prepared to use sprays in his garden to 


combat the insects which may otherwise make his crop a failure. The 
garden mny escape, but should the Insect herd come, the gardener 
ahould ho prepared, 


A Bprnycr Cor ncaUpHng Insectltidos, as the sprays'and mixtures 


are called, la not an ahwolutc necessity, but It is highly desirable, tor 
tho gardener to have one. The prices range all tho way from flfty 
conta to seven dollars When there ure many a mall gardens in the 
aame locality, several gardonors tnny combine" to purchase a good 
spray pump,.as one pump ia sufficient for several gardens. 


However, If tho cardonor foels that he cannot afford to buy a 


ptitnp, ho cun apply the sprays in various other ways. The sprink- 
ling pot in very wasteful but its lino is hotter than not to use sprays 
at all. Before spray pumps worn invented whisk brooms were uaod to 
sprinkle on spray mixtures. This can atlll bo followed. 


The cheapest sprayors arc the small atomizers. Those cost irom 


fifty cents to two dollars, and arc erllroly satisfactory for small gar- 
dens. Other good garden sprays arc the bucket pump, which sells 
for $4.60 and the small, compressed air spray, an Implement which 
coHta from $5.00 to 58.SO. These sprayers ar^ supplied by seedsmen 
or hardware dealers. 


Where poisons are u&od dry they should he applied In some sort 


of a sifter. 
A cheap dour sifter dons vory well Cor this. You can 


also make a aifter at homo by punching sronll holos Jn the bottom of 
a tin can. 


In using powdered arsonato of land or any other dry poison, It 


should bo mixed with dust or sifted aahoa. Early morning is the best 
time Cor powdering plants ainco tho dust material sticks belter when 
tho loaves are wet with dew.
